A large crowd 
gathered in front of the German Embassy, 
attacked the building, tore down the coat 
ol arms, and dragged it through tbe streets 
to 1’uetra del Sol, where they burned it in 
front of ihe offices of the Minister of the 
Interior amid yells of “ Down with Ger­ 
many. 
After ventinir their anger there, 
the mob proceeded to the French Embassy 
and cheered frantically. The crowd had 
by this time grown to considerable propor­ 
tions, aud fears being entertained of a seri­ 
ous riot, the troops were ordered out to 
clear the streets. The crowd slowly retired 
before the military. 


RE TU R N O F K IN G ALFONSO. 
1 p. m.—Count Salms Sonnewaldc, the 
German Embassador, has returned to the 
Legation in this city from Lagroga. 
He 
was escorted by a strong m ilitary guard. 
King Alfonso lias also returned to "the city, 
and is now presiding at the Cabinet coun­ 
cil. Everything is now orderly throughout 
the city, although the most intense excite­ 
ment prevails. The Ministers and civil 
and military authorities met King Alfonso 
at the di pot on his arrival in this city. 
Large crowds of people lined the route 
taken by the royal party in going from 
the depot to ttie palace, and shouted, 
“ Long live Spain. 
The King was re­ 
peatedly greated with cheers. Notwith­ 
standing tiie excitement ihe most perfect 
order prevailed. 
The council of Ministers has accepted a 
proposition to court-martial the Governor 
of Yap and the commander of the two 
Spanish warships, which arrived there on 
the21st ultimo, for neglect of duty—the 
latter in not immediately garrisoning the 
island with Spanish soldiers 011 tlieir arri­ 
val there, anu the former lor not hoisting 
the Spanish flag and proclaiming the suzer­ 
ainty of Spain over the island. 
The Government hasdismissed from serv­ 
ice the commanders of the two Spanish 
men-of war stationed at Yap. 


M EETIN G OF LIB E R A L S. 
An im portant meeting of leading Liberals 
was liehl to-day at the residence of Signor 
Segasti. 
After discussing the Carolines 
question, it'was resolved that the occupa­ 
tion of the island of Yap by the German 
gunboat should be considered equivalent 
to a declaration of war, and that if ¡1 crisis 
in the Government should occur, anil the 
Liberals be called into power, they would 
withdraw Count Benomar, Spanish Embas­ 
sador at Berlin, and hand Count Salms 
Sonnewaldc, German Embassador at Mad­ 
rid, liis passport. 
The resolutions also de­ 
clared that ihe Liberals would order the 
Spanish authorities at the Philippines to 
recover iheir territory 
in the Caroline 
Islands taken possession of bv Germanv, 
and to use force, if necessary, to regain it 
The adoption 01 the above resolutions has 
created a great sensation. 
The report that the German squadron 
had sailed for the Caroline Islands is con­ 
tinued. 
Fifty-six leaders of the mob were 
arrested before the crowd retired. 


“ n e g o t i a t i o n s i m p o s s i b l e .” 
An official report has been made con­ 
cerning the Cabinet council held this after­ 
noon. presided over by King Alfonso. The 
report says the Government cannot now 
make public tiie measures decided upon, 
but that tiie country may be assured they 
were of an energetic character. The report 
farther says the Government has decided 
that “ negotiations respecting an outrage on

EX C ITED 
SPA N IA R D S. 


L o n d o n , Sptember 5th.- The Standard's

^ays the London .Slondurd, fhcre’is not the 
slightest excuse to justify tlieir annexation 
by Germany or any other power. 
They 
were discovered by Spain, ana for two hun­ 
dred years have indisputably been regarded 
as the possessions of his Ca'tholic Majesty. 
No other nation has at any time put in a 
claim for the islands, and though Spain has 
not occupied the whole of them, she ha-. 
established a mission on Yap, in the cen­ 
tral group, and lias invariably, when it 
suited her purpose, exercised a'll the attri­ 
butes of sovereignty over the natives. 
In­ 
deed. following her usual drastic ideas of 
colonization, she has at different times de ­ 
nuded some of the islands of inhabitants in 
order to concentrate her trade at the La­ 
drones and Philippines. 
But this was 
merely for l«er own convenience. The 
riglit of ownership has never been sur­ 
rendered. and if Spain has not formerly 
“ occupied ” the Carolines, it is simply be- 
eause Spain has of late years ceased to" be a 
colonizing power, and because it is no easy 
m atter to “ occupy ’’ more than (500 islands, 
extending over more than 2,000 miles of 
longitude. 
* 
The Caroline group lies north of New 
Guinea, between the Philippines on the 
east and the Kingsmills on the west, and 
has always 
been 
regarded 
as 
a de­ 
pendency of the 
Spanish 
possessions 
in the former archipelago. 
The W est­ 
ern, I^Uvw. or 
Palau Islands have an 
area of .’540 square miles, and are almost 
encircled by a coral reef. The Central 
Carolines 
consist of about 
forty-eight 
groups and several hundred islands, the 
chief of which is Yap. The Eastern Caro­ 
lines. sometimes known as the Muigrave 
Archipelago, comprise the Iladick or M ar­ 
shall group and (he Gilbert Islands, and on 
them, from various estimates, tl-ere must 
be over 100,000 people. They were discov­ 
ered by tiie English navigators whose 
names they bear, and, therefore, if mere 
discovery entitles any one to their owner­ 
ship, they belong to us. 
We have, how­ 
ever. never claimed them, nor any of the 
numerous other oceanic islets on which our 
mariners first cast eyes. Otherwise the 
English colonies in the Pacific, instead of 
consisting of the Fijis, would num ber 
several 
hundreds. 
The 
Spaniards, by 
whose enterprise this great areliipelego 
was first hftmght to light, have been a l­ 
lowed the undisputed mastery of the group 
which Don Francisco Lazoáno named in 
lfiSii in honor of Charles II. of Spain, 
though as early as 1528 they were seen by 
Alvaro de Saavedra, aud ¡11 1579 by our 
own Sir Francis Drake. Since that dat 
there have been no regular settlements < 
them : but the remains of strange fort if 
tions oil Puynipet suggest colonial 
whom history lias kept 110 record. 
The St. James Gazette says: The Ci 
Islands are a remarkable group 1 
formations in the Northern Pacific. 
! arc, perhaps, of no great strategic iiu,,„:, 
aucc. since they lie on the road to nowhere 
in particular; but, from tbe point of view of 
the archieologist, they are interesting in 
the extreme. Certain Dutch navigators 
who visited them nearly a generation ago 
returned to Europe with wonderful stories 
concerning the gigantic ruins that had 
been discovered on some of the sm aller 
islets at the eastern end of the archipelago; 
but it was not until 1883 that anything a p ­ 
proaching to a systematic survey of tins 
group was undertaken. In that year her 
Majesty s ship Espiegle touched at many of 
the islands, and those olliccrs who went 
ashore found that the magnificence of the 
remains had not been exaggerated. 
The 
most imposing ruins arc at Mctalanim 
harbor, in Ponape, and at Chabrol harbor, 
¡11 Kusaie, and an idea of their grandeur 
may be formed from the fact that some of 
the stones of the buildings measure as 
much as 35 feet long by 20 broad and 15 
thick. They are ornam ented with rude 
sculptures, which bear a family resem­ 
blance to the well-known sculptures of 
Easter Island, in the Southern Pacific; yet 
Easter Island and the Carolines aru fully 
fi,000 miles apart, and, so far as discover­ 
able, there has never been any communica­ 
tion between them. The object and origin 
of the monuments are alike unknown. It 
may be added that the Caroline group, 
which was discovered by Hpain in 1520, 
has hitherto, even by German geographers, 
been regarded as a Spanish possession ; al­

T ins year a different 
state of affairs exists, and it’is due to our 
interests as a producing nation that they 
should be widely know n. They indicate aii 
im provem ent in values w hich m ay partly 
offset last year’s losses. 
From th e best in ­ 
form ation w hich m y correspondence and 
cable advices, as well as reliable hom e and 
foreign statistics have furnished nte, 1 am 
satisfied the actual situation is eorrectlv 
represented by the follow ing figures:

N o rth e rn C a lifo rn ia A sso ciatio n . 
The first an n u al m eeting of the Directors 
of th e Im m igration A ssociation of N orth­ 
ern California takes place, n ex t T hursday, 
th e 10th, a t 12 m., in th e office of th e Asso- 
! ciation in th is city. 
T he first m eetings of 
representatives of th e people of th e n o rth ­ 
ern part of the State for the organization of 
th is A ssociation were held a year ago. 
As 
th e country was absorbed in the excite­ 
m ent of national and State elections, work 
after organization w£s postponed until the 
1st of December. 
A t th at tim e Dr. Latham 
assum ed charge of th e office o f Secretary. 
The first step was to open an office, which 
was done in a com m odious room at 829 
Second street. 
T h e w ork of collecting data 
for a full and com prehensive description of 
tlie northern h a lf o f tiie State was under­ 
taken, and it is w ithin bounds to say that 
th e inform ation brought together was more 
com plete than from any previous effort. It 
was w ritten in a plain but very readable 
style, and illustrated. 
T hirty thousand 
copies, w ith a handsom e lithographed m ap, 
w ere printed an d distributed in th e East. 
A t th at tim e I. N. H oag, Im m igration Com­ 
m issioner at Chicago, wrote th at he did not 
have a single line descriptive of n orthern 
California to circulate th at was of any par­ 
ticular use. 
He further said that in all tlie 
tim e lie had been in the E ast in the interest 
ot im m igration he had never received any 
m atter relating to northern 
California. 
Southern California had, however, kept 
him supplied w ith descriptions of th at part 
of the State. 
F o r som e years he had dis­ 
tributed annually 150,000 pam phlets con­ 
cerning the southern counties. 
The result 
was th at everybody who inquired about this 
State w anted to go to the Southern part. 
T he northern half-—larger th an New Y ork 
and Pennsylvania—was unknow n and a t­ 
tracted no attention. 
The work of com piling all the inform a­ 
tion th at will be required by tens of 
thousands of people relating to such a vast 
and varied country is no sm all labor. 
T here were other labors to be done. 
The 
people of th e n o rth ern h a lf of the State 
had to be aw akened to the im portance of 
im m igration w ork. 
C irculars were pre­ 
pared at the office o f the Secretary giving a 
mass of figures of the m igration of people 
on this continent, and the im m ense results 
th at followed in settling and developing 
vast tracts of country. 
Most of the n o rth ­ 
ern counties were visited and local Im m i­ 
gration Societies were form ed. 
The large land holders were w ritten to 
and the advantages of th e sub-division of 
the large land holdings were discussed, 
w ith tlie result th at hundreds of thousands 
of acres were offered for sub-division and 
sale th at had never been on the m arket. 
Daily m any letters from all parts of the 
East have been received m aking inquires 
w ith a view of selecting hom es here. 
All 
these have been answ ered by letter and by 
printed m atter. 
In addition to th e-issu in g of the de­ 
scriptive pam phlet o f 30,000 copies, as 
m entione i, th e Home Seeker, a m onthly 
illustrated pam phlet, is published, and 
several thousand copies distributed. 
T his 
has been prepared by the Secretary, and 
m ade a source of revenue to the Society. 
The Home Seeker has been placed on a 
lasting and paying basis. 
An outside page 
of a G erm an paper has also been secured, 
and tilled with inform ation concerning the 
northern portion o f the State, to reach 
G erm an-speaking people of the E ast and 
elsewhere. 
A .perm anent arrangem ent has 
been m ade w hereby th e Secretary, here­ 
after, will have this m uch space free in the 
journal referred to. 
To m ake the resources of th e n orthern 
counties m ore w idely know n, a nage of the 
Western World, published in Chicago, with 
a circulation of 400,0(8) copies, lias been 
secured. 
By these m eans future advertis­ 
ing of the advantages of northern Califor­ 
nia can be done, to an im m ense extent, 
free of cost to the Society. 
T he only out­ 
lay will be in th e labor of editing the m at­ 
ter for publication, and this Dr. Latham 
lias show n him self entirely com petent to 
do. 
By these m eans the m oney required 
to m aintain the Society in tlie future has 
been successfully reduced, by the efficient 
work and arrangem ents perfected by the 
Secretary, to a sm all sum . 
In addition to 
the incom e of the Home Seeker, it will not 
require m ore than $75 p er m outh—a sum 
of u tter insignificance, com pared to tlie 
benefits to be derived from the work. 
In all the history of tlie A m erican occu­ 
pation there lias never been a year that 
presented so m any difficulties for this work 
as the present. 
W e have been in the 
m idst of an unprecedented business de­ 
pression. 
In the E ast m any o f those w ho 
have decided to come here and m ake 
hom es and develop our resources, have 
been unable to realize anything th at was 
satisfactory from their property, and there­ 
fore have had to postpone their com ing till 
another year. 
From the testim ony of 
those w ho have been East, and from a 
wide-reaching correspondence by the Asso­ 
ciation from nearly every county in the 
Eastern States, it is certain th at w hen busi­ 
ness revives there an d tim es bee m ie better, 
we shall have a m igratory stream nour into 
this part of California "that w ill rapidly 
take the land now offered. 
O ur valleys 
will fill up and the “ w arm gold b e lt” of 
the foothills will be covered w ith an active 
and industrious new population. 
Mr. H oag expresses the opinion th at next 
year, from the present business outlook, 
will w itness all the people come here th at 
we can locate. 
H on. A. L. Chandler, of 
S utter county, w ho has ju st returned hom e 
from a trip through th e East, from the Gult 
to Canada, says th at never before has be 
beard northern C alifornia so m uch talked 
of as now. 
H e further says th at the de­ 
scriptive pam phlets o f this Society are in 
all parts o f the E ast and have aw akened a 
general interest for the northern part of the 
State. 
A lthough not as m any people have 
come here as the m ore sanguine m ay have 
anticipated, according to the tim es and the 
difficulties to be overcom e the num ber is 
astonishingly large. T hey have also been of 
th e better class, and very m any have 
bought land and are now im proving it and 
will become perm anent producers.

m any as tw enty colonies are in process of 
forming, and will, if tim es get better, come 
here in the spring.

“ LOVE THY NEIGHBOR.” 


A D ivin e P recep t wHIcli a ll M ankind 
Should Seek to F ollow . 
A very able and eloquent discourse was 
preached by Rev. Father (¡race at St. Ilose 
Church yesterday. It was based upon the 
parable of “The Good Samaritan,” and 
Christ’s injunction to His people to “love 
their neighbors as themselves.” The rev­ 
erend gentleman 
impressed 
upon his 
hearers the fact that there could be no such 
thing as true Christaiuity, nor perfect love 
of God, where charity and love for one's 
fellow-man was wanting. No outward nor 
visible garniture of religion, however im ­ 
pressive, could atone for the lack ol that one 
great Christian virtue. 
The Heavenly 
Father, he urged, is beyond the reach oí 
him who disregards the precepts of th j 
golden rule—to do unto others as he would 
have them do to him. It is not enough, in 
the sight of God, to love one's relati ves and 
friends ; he must have for all mankind, the 
bad as well as the good, that trueC'hrist- 
like virtue—charity—which’ alone enables 
him to forgive and'love even his enemies. 
It was little less than mockery for the 
would-be Christian to daily approach the 
Throne of Grace with, ” Forgive us our 
trespasses as we forgive those that trespass 
against us,” tuile-s lie bad purged his hear» 
of every semblance of ill feeling or hatred 
toward any of his fellowmen. We should 
pray for those that revile us, and bless those 
that hate us. Going further than the mere 
bearing within the heart of hatred or ill 
will for others, the reverend gentleman 
spoke eloquently and forcibly of the still 
greater sins of detraction and calumny. 
No person had a right, in a Christian sense, 
to indulge in that kind of detraction cal­ 
culated to im pair the good name and 
standing 
of any m an or 
woman in 
a community. The circulation of idle 
reports affecting the honesty, morality or 
integrity of any people—unless such had 
previously and legitimately been convicted 
of crime against the law—is a direct viola­ 
tion of Christ’s injunction to His children 
to love one another. 
Calumny is even a 
more grievous sin than detraction; lor, 
while the latter might even be based upon 
truth, the former goes to the extreme of 
giving false witness against one’s neighbor, 
and seeks to condemn him before the pub­ 
lic for crimes or sins of which he is inno­ 
cent. 
tiood men and women, he said, 
whose lives had been pure and innocent, 
are frequently despoiled of their good 
names through the twin sins of calumny 
or detraction. Calumny is like a three- 
edged sw ord; it often kills (before the 
world) the victim at whom the blow is 
aimed, and it kills the souls of the calum­ 
niator and him who lends a willing ear to 
its recital. The reverend gentleman closed 
his interesting and instructive sermon with 
an exhortation to his hearers to practice 
assiduously the great Christian virtue of 
charity, to the end that when they should 
seek, by prayer, divine clemency for their 
own transgressions their hearts might be 
free from the least taint of hatred or unfor­ 
giveness toward their neighbors, even those 
that had injured them or been their cne-

T h e B a l l o o k A s c e n s io n .—Professor Van 
Tassell’s ascension from Agricultural Park 
yesterday afternoon 
in 
his mam moth 
balloon “ City of London,” was a great 
success, and was enjoyed by a large assem­ 
blage of spectators at the Park, and doubt­ 
less by all residents of Sacramento and 
vicinity. At 3 :2 5 p. m . the Professor gave 
the word to let go, and the air-ship rose 
grandly and steadily to a great bight, and 
almost perpendicularly, as there was very 
little a.r stirring. It then moved slowly iii 
a northeasterly direction. 
In the course of 
eight or nine minutes it had reached an 
altitude where the wind blew from the 
southeast, and the balloon passed rapidly 
to the northwest. Throwing out sand, the 
Professor made his ship rise higher, and 
then another current of air brought it back 
from Yolo county and carried it over the 
Grant. At the expiration of an hour and 
ten minutes the balloon had descended to 
the level of the tops of the trees lining the 
American river, and there it hovered for a 
m inute or two and disappeared from sight. 
Evidently the locality where lie descended 
was not satisfactory, as the balloon soon 
reappeared above the trees, rose high in 
the air, and after ten or fifteen minutes 
again descended. 
It came down oil the 
Norris Grant about four miles west of A r­ 
cade. A large num ber of people who were 
on the Grant at the tim e rode rapidly to the 
spot where it descended anil assisted the 
Professor in securing his air-ship, after 
which be rode to the city with Tom Scott. 
The Professor says the highest altitude 
reached tfas 9.000 feet, or a bight of almost 
a mile and three-quarters.
